controversies over county offices to 
the broadest national issues. 
At the entry of the United States 
nto th** wnr Senator Stone performed 
he trying B at of antagonizing his own 
arty administration and then realign- 
bg himself with it in a general satis­ 
faction. 
Opposed Ship Arming Bill 
It was in connection with the bill 
arming m erchant ships that lie took 
sharp issue with Bresident Wilson. He 
stood with the dozen senators whose 
opposition caused tile failure of that 
measure at the (dose 
of 
the 
Sixty- 
fourth Congress ana brought down tile 
denunciation of the Bresident on the 
"willful twelve." 
His opposition to the declaration of 
war on Germany was also pronounced 
md In* declined to take charge of tile 
war resolution as chairman of the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations. He did not 
mek, however, to place obstacles in 
the way of a consideration and tran s­ 
ferred tile leadership to Senator H itch­ 
cock. next Democratic m em ber of the 
committee. 
Although he iiad served in the House 
of Representatives and had been gov­ 
ernor of his state, Senator Stone first 
attracted national attention in connec­ 
tion with Bryan’s first campaign for 
Ute presidency in 1896. He became the 
Missouri m ember of the National Dem­ 
ocratic committee and soon took front 
ranks among the 
Bryan 
representa­ 
tives. 
W as Close Friend of Bryan 
Stone's position as a member of the 
national committee led to his selec- 
:ion as 
vice-chairman 
for 
Bryan's 
jecond campaign. As a consequence of 
their association* the two men became 
close friends. But at the Democratic 
convention in 1912 Stone led the tight 
for the nomination of Speaker Clark. 
.Since coining lo the Senate in l£h>3, 
Stone had been to the front on all im­ 
portant questions. 
He seldom hesi­ 
tated to attack 
any 
senator, 
Demo­ 
crat or Republican, who opposed wiiat 
he believed to be deserving. 
Notwithstanding 
his 
pacifist a tti­ 
tude. Stone was made chairman of the 
committee on resolutions at the 
St. 
Louis convention in 1916, and to him 
fell the difficult work of forming the 
platform on which 
Bresident Wilsou 
was re-elected. , 
A Kentuckian by nativity, born May 
7, 1848, Senator 
Stone 
removed to 
Missouri, where he graduated froifi Hie 
Missouri University and was admitted 
to the bar in 1869. 
In 1876 he was 
prosecuting attorney of Vernon coun­ 
ty. 
He came to Congress as a repre­ 
sentative in the Forty-ninth Congress 
and was re-elected to the Fortieth aud 
Fifty-first congresses, 
serving 
from 
1885 to 1891. 
From 1893 to 1897 ho w as governor 
of Missouri. 
On the death of George 
G. Vest he was first elected to the 
Senate in 1903 and was re-elected in 
1909 and 1915. He married in 1874 and 
was the father of three children.

Caesar had much the same experience 
with them that the Allies have had. 
The German king 
Ariovistus reminds one surprisingly of Kaiser Wilhelm. 
The Germans had invaded Gaul (now Prance) and 
the Gauls had asked the Romans for help, as France 
asked England in 1914. 
Caesar decided to do what he 
could for his Gallic friend*, because the German king 
"had assumed such haughty airs, such arrogance, that he 
was intolerable.” So he went to see him, with an escort 
of trusted legionaries. 
Ariovistus Insisted that “he had not made war upon 
the Gauls, but they against him, that all the Gallic states 
had united to attack him,” and that “as to his having 
brought a multitude of Germans into Gaul, it was for de­ 
fense, not to attack the country.” 
All of which was as 
big a lie as the self-defense talk the world has lately 
heard from Germany. 
Caesar wasn’t ut all impressed. 
Thereupon Ario-

“From a national point of view they deem it a credit 
to devastate the widest possible area of territory out­ 
side their borders; they consider that by this is signi­ 
fied the great number of states which are unable to 
resist their power.” 
Just compare that statement with this boastful utter­ 
ance from a Berlin newspaper, written after Hindenburg’s 
“victorious retreat" of last year: 
“Great stretches of French territory have been trans­ 
formed by us into a dead country. It varies in width from 
ten to twelve or fifteen kilometers, and extends along the 
whole of our new positions, presenting a terrible barrier 
of desolation to any foe hardy enough to advance against 
our lines. 
No village or farm was left standing on this 
glacis, no road was left passable, no railway track or 
embankment was left in existence. 
Where once were 
woods there are gaunt rows of stumps; the wells have 
been blown up; wires, cables, and pipe lines destroyed. 
In front of our new positions runs, like a gigantic ribbon, 
a realm of death.’ 
It is thus that Germany has done, over and over 
again, in her periodic marauding expeditions against 
France,Ttalv, Spain, and other European neighbors. It s 
the same old barbarism, only made more menacing by j 
greater capacity for destruction.

of 
meritorious 
products. 
The Pullman company could doubtless 
start a successful furniture business 
simply because Pullmans have demon­ 
strated that I hey can do things ef­ 
ficiently. 
This short statement is even more 
important to young men without a 
reputation, than lo the owners of the 
hest names in commerce or finance. 
An individual, a business, is always 
adding to or taking something away 
from the NAME VALUE. 
There is no standing still. 
A name 
is going up or going down always. 
To make a THING is comparatively 
easy, to make it well, once or twice. 
is not difficult.

Our 1918 contract provides payment for beets based on price received for the sugar, but guarantees 
that su ch payment w ill be not less than though the sugar, (which will not all be sold until about August 
1st. 1919) brings 7^2C per pound. This means a minimum price of $7.50 per ton for beets testing 15% 
sugar, plus 50c additional for each 1% sugar above 15%, or $9.50 per ton for beets testing 19%, which 
is a little under the average test of beets produced around Santa 
Ana.
